He Does so For His Mother’s 
Sake, He Says. 


SHE COULD NOT STAND A TRIAL. 


RATHER THAN SUBJECT HER TO 
THE STRAIN HE BECOMES 
A CONVICT. 


Believes He Could Convince a Jury 
That He Killed James A. Baker 
in Self-Defense—His Sen- 
tence Is Seven Years. 


The final chapter in the Allgaier murder 
case was written in Judge Spencer's court 
Monday morning, when Campbell Allgaier 
entered a plea of guilty to manslaughter 
and was given a seven years’ penitentiary 
sentence. 


“I have made a convict of myself, not 
because I am guilty,” said the defendant 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter a few minutes 
after sentence was passed, ‘“‘but because I 
co not care to subject my mother to the 
strain that would necessarily accompany 
another trial. She is in delicate health. 
‘She is old and feeble and in her great love 
for me she fears that I might be hanged if

INSURANCE CASE DECIDED. 


JUDGE FERRIS, ON LAW OF SUR-

Whether Harry Yocum or His Daugh- 
ter Died First Appeared to Have 
Nothing to Do With 
the Case. 


The money called for by the accident 
nolicies which Harry C. Yocum carried on 
his life at the time the naphtha launch 
Paul Jones, on which he was a passenger, 
was lost in the Gulf of Mexico, will go to 
the heirs of Miss Florence Yocum, who 
perished in the same disaster with her 
father. 

Judge Ferriss so held Monday in deciding 
the cas of the United States Cusualty Co. 
against Martin V. Kacer, administrator of 
the estate of Yocum’'s estate, and others. 
The insurance company has paid the 
amount of the policies, $8000, into court, 
reiieving itself of all iiability, and the real 
parties tc the suit are the heirs of Florence 


Yocum against the heirs of Harry Yocum.

Aligaier’s case Js one of the most re- 
markable of any on the criminal] dockets in 
St. Louis in recent years. The offense with 
which he was charged was the killing of 
James A. Baker, on August 21, 189. He 
Stood trial in December of that year. The 
trial attracted great attention at the time 
on account of the legal fight that was 
made. Ex-Gov, Charles P. Johnson was 
retained as special counsel to assist in the 
prosecution. William §. Anthony and Bass 
& Martin appeared for the defense. The 
trial lasted for more than three weeks. At 
the end of that time the jury was out for 
two days and the result was a mistrial. 
Seven of the jurors agreed that Campbell 
Allgaier was guilty of murder in the first 
degree and they wanted to punish him by 
enone | the death penalty. Five of the 
urors believed he was fully justified in 

iling Baker and they agreed that their 
verdict would be “‘not guilty.’ They would 
not agree to anything but an acquittal of 
all charges. As a result the jury was dis- 
charged and another trial was ordered. 

Since then there have been a number of 
continuances for one reason and another. 
The sudden close of the case came as 4 
surprise, for Aligaier has gained many 
friends since his first trial, and both he 
and his wet | were confident of making 
@ much better showing than they did before. 

James A. Baker, who was killed by Camp- 
bell Allgaier, was forman for the Arajestic 
Range Company. He lived with his young 
wife on Ridge avenue, a few doors west of 
ae highway.

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The decision of the court is based upon 
the construction of the insurance contract.

‘he money. Judge Ferriss declares that. 
in his opinion, the policies are so worded 
that Florence Yocum acquired a vested in- 
terest In them which became complete upon 
her father’s death, whether she survived 
him or not. The palicy could not have 
been changed without her consent, says the 
court, and clearly that was never given. 

For these reasons the money of the poll- 
cles is awarded to J. H. Zumbolen, trustee 
of Miss Yocum’s estate. 

In touching upon the question of survivor- 
ship for not deciding the case along tha: 
line, Judge Ferriss says: 


“Kacer asserts in his fourth proposition 
that where there is no proof of survivor- 
ship, the law will dispose of the case as if 
they had died at the same moment, al- 
though there is no proof of such a fact and 
that this case must be settled upon the 
Ressmngtion that they died at the same 
me. 

“The application of the doctrine so con- 
tended for is limited to cases of inheri- 
tance or testamentary disposition of prop- 
erty. Where one, who would succeed by in- 
heritance or bequest if he had maewtund. 
perishes in a common disaster with his an- 
cestor or testator, the succession fails, in 
the absent of proof of survivorship, and 
the property goes as if they had died at 
the same moment. But there is no pre- 
sumption that they did die at the same 
moment. If the egal representatives of 
Florence were claiming through a will of 
her father, giving her the property, ‘if sur- 
tegen, the doctrine would apply, because 
the administrator has the prima facie right 
to personal property owned by deceased, 
but it has no application where the rights 
arise upon the contract of the insurance 
company, and the cases cited as to the 
steure OF puacsenem are not in print.

‘DRIVER OF THE CARRIAGE HURT. 


DELMAR AVENUE CAR CRASHED

As Mrs. Samuel V. Monks rode from her 

home, 3014 Pine street, to the Delmar ave- 
ue Baptist Church, Sunday morning, the 
bright sunshine and the balmy breezes 
turned her thoughts to her friend, Mrs. 
Virginia Shaffer, and the latter’s aged 
nother, Mrs. N. R. Palmer, 

They had both been ill lately and their 
good friend, Mrs. Monks decided that the 
convalescents would enjoy a oarriage ride 
under such favorable weather conditions. 

So, after alighting in front of her church 
at Delmar and Pendleton avenues’ Mrs. 
Monks instructed her ccachman, Edward 
Clynn, colored, to drive to 78 Newstead 
avenue, where Mrs. Shaffer and her mother 
reside, take them for:a drive and return 
to the church about the time the services 
were concluded, 

Clynn started off as ordered, but, when 
the church services were over, he had not 


returned with the carriage. Instead came 
a message to Mrs. Monks informing her of 
a shocking and possibly tragic termination 
to the friendly project she had inaugurated. 

Civnn had catied at 72 Newstead avenue, 
as directed, and taken the two ladies out. 
‘Their drive was quite a pleasant one south 
on Newstead and west on Delmar, but when 
nearing Belt avenue, on Delmar, the driver 
attempted to cross from the north to the 
south side of the street, and the carriage 
was struck by a Delmar avenue car. Clynn 
was thrown from the top of the carriage, 
the vehicle was overturned and its two 
unfortunate occupants dumped into the 
strect. Passengers in the street car prompt- 
ly lifted the injured ladies from the wreck, 
summoned carriages and took them to their 
home. Clynn was taken, to the Monk resi- 
dence. 

Monday morning Mrs. Shaffer received a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, with her head 
swathed in bandages. 

‘My injuries consist of a severe scalp 
wound and though it has pained me se- 
verely, I am not at all worried about my- 

f 


my mother’s condition is very se- 

She is 91 years of age and I fear 
she will never get over this shock. Her 
wrist is broken, her back wrenched and I 
fear she is internally injured, She is con- 
stantly on a rack of pain. 


“We heard no bell ring and I am sure 
none was rung. We had a carefu] driver 
and he, poor tellow, was injured, too.’’ 

Ciynn is at his home, 2721 Wash street, 
with his arm in a sling and with the en- 
tire right side of his face fearfulliy bruised, 
cut and swollen. Hs was taken there from 
the Monks residence Sunday night. He is 
49 years old and has been in the employ of 
the Monks family for over 30 years. Mrs. 
Monks is sure the accident was not due to 
carelessness on his. part. 

“If they had rung a bell it wouldn't have 
happened,’ he said Monday morning. “As 
I crossed the track I looked around and the 
car was right on me. It was too late for 
me to do anything then.”’ 

The railway officials are inclined to throw 
the blame for the accident on Clynn. 

“Tf the driver tried to cross the track 
twelve feet ahead of the car, as I am 
informed he did,” said Division Superin- 
tendent George W. Baumhoff of the Lindel] 
Ratiway this morning, ‘“‘what could he ex- 

wt? Did the motorman ring the bell? 

Vell, what can a motorman do when a 
Carriage ia only twelve feet from him? He 
was doing well to slacken the speed of 
the car at all. The law says all drivers 
‘should stop, look and listen’ before at- 
tempting to cross a car track. I do not be- 
lieve the driver followed the law in this 
case.”’

Local Weather Forecaster Hyatt says 
there will be 23 feet of water in the chan- 
nel of the Mississippi River at this point 
before the end of the week. The gauge now 
registers 20 feet. 

The railroad and shipping Interests are 
already making anxious inquiries and fear 
the danger point, 30 feet, may be reached. 
After ® feet is passed the Vandalia road 
will begin to suffer. Dr. Hyatt does not say 
that it will exceed that figure, but admits 
the probabilities as the illinois and Mis- 
souri rivers are swollen and there are sub- 
stantial rises in the northern Mississippi. 

The weather map shows a “low’’ to the 
north. ‘There is another to the southwest 
of St. Louis and this will keep the tem- 
perature moderate in Missouri until Tues- 
day evening, when a ‘nigh’ from the 
Rockies is due. The visitor is expected to 
drop the mercury to 2 or 38 degrees beiow 
freezing point. 

On the extent of this cold ‘“‘snap’’—Dr. 
Hyatt says it is too late for ‘‘waves’’— 
will depend the rapiaity of the river’s rise. 
Should it reach sufficient area to check 
the flow of the small streams initio the 
Missouri and Illinois Rivers the Mississippi 
may stand at ® feet until the- greater 
volume of water has passed out. Just 
what this “‘snap’”’ will amount to, Dr, Hyatt 
does not like to suy, and can advence no 
further calculations on the river's height 
until he learns what {fs in it, 

Twenty fee: puts the river in the lowlands 
of Little Oklahoma and creates a great stir 
throughout the shanty. boat colony from 
Baden ‘tv Carondelet.

Peoria reports a rise of 2 feet; Grafton, 
1.9 feet: Kansas City, 11 feet, and Boon- 
viile, 2 feet. 

The river is reported frozen as far south 
as Hannibal.

THE HAGUE, Holland, March 12 - 
It is learned from a reliable source that 
| President Kruger, through the Consuls at 
| Pretoria, has appealed. for the interyention 
|of the great powers in the Transvaal war 


of Belgium, Holland and Switzerland. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—There 
is reason to. believe that the United 
States Government is using its good of- 
fices to restore peace between Great Bri- 
tain and the South African republics. 
This has not taken the shape of a proffer 
iof mediation, as that would be distinctly 


'repugnant to Great Britain. 

| But the United States may properly 
|serve as an intermediary to transmit an 
|appeal for peace and the terms upon 
| which peace can ‘be secured. The United 
| States has successfully served in this ca- 
| pacity in the past, notably in the termina- 
‘tion of the China-Japanese war, and it is 
believed its good offices in this line are 
“now being extended. If this belief is well 
| founded then Adelbert Hay, United States 
| Consul to Pretoria, has been the instru- 
‘ments for transmitting to the British 
'Government, through the double inter- 
| vention of the State Department and Am- 
bassador Choate, an application from 
Presidents Kruger and Steyn to be in- 
formed as to the terms upon which the 
| war can be ended. 


LONDON, March 12.—The War Office .his 
morning issued the following dispatch from 
Lord Roberts: : 

‘“‘Aasvogel, March 12, 5:30 a. m.—We were 
unopposed during the march yesterday. The 
officers I left at the last camp to record 
the list of casualties have not yet arrived. 
The following additional casualties are 
known, however: 

“Killed—Lieuts. F. N. Parsons and A. B. 
Coddington of the Essex Regiment. 
Wounded—Lieuts. C. Berkeley, severely; 
Lloyd Arm and G. H. Raleigh. 

“Gen, Gatacre reports that he was with- 
in a mile of the Bethulle Railway Bridgo 
yesterday. The bridge was partially de- 
stroyed and the enemy was holding the op- 
posite bank.” 


DREIFONTEIN, March 11.—The enemy 
opposed us throughout yesterday's march, 
and, fram their intimate knowledge of the 
country, gave us considerable trouble. Ow- 
ing, however, to the admirable conduct of 
the troops, the enemy were unable to pre- 
vent us reaching our destination. The brunt 
of the fighting fell on Gen. Kelly-Kenny’s 
divisions, two battaltions of which, the 
Welsh and Essex, turned the Boers out of 
two strong positions at the point of the 
bayonet. 

I cannot give the precise number of 
casualties before I march, but will com- 
municate it as soon as possible. The Boers 
suffered heavily, 102 of their dead being left 
on the ground. We captured about 2 pris- 
oners. 

Among the killed were Capt. Eustace of 
the Buffs, Capt. Lomax of the Welsh Regi- 
ment, and Mr. McKartile, a retired Indian 
civilian, attached to Kitchener’s Horse.

Its Plagues, Like Those of Egypt, Make Miserable the Life of t

ON THE MODDER RIVER, Feb. 


Modder the land was green in its way. It 
had at least on it a make-believe of grass, 
a sparse dried, untoothsome looking herb- 
age, which man and beast accepted as fod- 
der. Now it isa blazing red waste of sand. 
The waste which extends along the sand Is 
intensified as regiment is added to regiment, 
battalion to hattaltion, battery to battery, 
troop to troop. The dust which was oncera 
nuisance !s now little less than a plague. It 
is always being stirred—by the strings aft 
horses on their way to watering, which 
pass and repass to the river almost eevry 
hour of the day, by the kicking, squealing 
droves of transport mules, by the long 
spans of oxen. It rises on the stillest days, 
without warning in thin, twisting spirals of 
yellow sand, which take their own way, 
beautiful and abominable across the camp. 
befouling everything, upsetting everything 
that stands across their course, and reach- 
ing for hundreds of feet upward into the 
still blue sky. 

\. But the dust devils are little more than 
ae amusement to our dust-ridden souls. It 
is the dust which comes, not in dally 
spirals, but in overwhelming clouds, that 
we fear; which hides, not a tent here and 
there, but the entire camp, the roof of 
heaven, all vestige of the world; which 
blinds the eyes and brings blood to the eye- 
lids, fills the mouth with its gritty foulness, 
and coats every inch of the body with a 
film of brown; which lasts not for a few 
blustering moments, but for hour after hour 
of unrelieving discomfort, during which it 
is impassible to ride, to write or to for- 
give one’s enemies. Well, we shall have, 
please heaven, but few more days of it 
now. 

After the dust—and but a short way after

Accused of Improperly Manip- 
ulating a Financial Concern. 


LOAN MADE  IRREGULARLY.

REPORT OF THE BANK EXAMIN- 
ER CONTAINS THE CHARGE. 


Says the Loan of $6,000,000 Was 
Made Illegally to Directors of the 
Company and Suggests Ac- 
tion by the Courts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 12.—Secretary of War 
Elihu Root has been accused of improperly 
manipulating the affairs of the State Trust 
Company so that an office boy was able to 
borrow $2,000,000 on repudiable paper, the 
money being intended for the use of the 
directors in the company. 

Gov, Roosevelt is charged with suppress- 
ing the State bank examiners’ report reveal- 
ing this state of affairs and which intimated 
that a criminal prosecution could lay. 

Several weeks ago charges against the 
management of the trust company were 
filed with Gov. Roosevelt. He ordered an 
investigation. The examiner found that 
something like $6,000,000 had been loaned to 
Willlam C. Whitney, Thomas F. Ryan, F. 
A. B. Widener, Anthony Brady, the Metro- 
politan Street Railway and others improp- 
erly. 

Secretary Elihu Root, Ryan, Whitney and 
Widener were directors and could not le- 
gally borrow money from themselves. Dan- 
lel H. Shea, an $18 a week boy in Ryan's 
office, Was made a dummy, and he borrowed 
$2,000,000 on Ryan-.and Widener’s guarantee, 

The bank examiner reporting thereon said: 

‘The Shea loan was arranged for by Elihu 
Root, a director and a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Trust Company, 
and also its counsel. * * Beyond all 
question this loan was illegal, because ex- 
cessive, and because, in part, it was made 
indirectly to directors of the trust come- 
pany. ®# ° If the individuals merit se- 
verer treatment, the courts are open, and 
public officials may .be called upon to take 
cognizance of illegal acts.’’ 

The report also shows that the Shea note 
was illegal in that no consideration. was exe 
pressed and could have been repudiated. It 
also shows that half a million dollars was 
lent to the Metropolitan Traction Company, 
without collateral, ‘‘the borrower carrying 
an average cash balance with the company 
of $1,500,000, which cash balance ‘had nothing 
whatever to do with the loan in the eye of 
the law. 

It also shows that a loan of $435,470.48 to 
Louis F. Payn, State Superintendent of In- 
surance, supposedly a poor man, was se- 
cured by collaterals estimated to be worth 
only $350,000 and by the guarantee of Will- 
iam C. Whitney, which guarantee counts 
for nothing under the law. 

The New York World editorially reviewing 
the affair says: 

“Gov. Roosevelt stands convicted of using 
the power intrusted to him by the people 
of New York to shield a guilty personal 
friend from the consequences of his unlaw- 
ful acts. 

“The situation is deplorable. It calls for 
prompt action—a clean breast of his mis- 
conduct by the Governor and the exertion 
of every means within his power to undo 
the grave wrongs he has committed.

FIFTEEN DIE IN A FIRE.

United States Court of Appeals De- 
clares the Supremacy of the State 
in All Such Instances. 


Aged Mother Appears to Have 
Changed Her Place of Residence 
and Has Not Been 
Located. 


The United States Court of Appeals Mon- 
day decided that probate matters cannot be 
transferred to the Unitaed States Courts. It 
establishes the supremacy of the Siate in 
such caases. 

The case eomes from the Western Div!- 
sion of the Eastern District of Arkansas. 
The opinion was written by Judge Rogers. 
Judge Caldwell concurring. Judge Sanborn 
dissented and submitted a separate opinion. 

Jaseph Molan died at Hot Springs, Ark.. 
Dec. 9, 186. On Dee. & following Adeie 
Wahl presented a paper purporting to be 
the last will and testament of Joseph Mo-

3Imma Callaway, mother of Frank 
B. Callaway, the murder-suicide, cannot be 
found by the police. At least, so the of- 
ficers report to Coroner Lioyd. They Bay 
they have been unable to see her at 1209 
Hebert street, where she has been staying 
with friends, and that they cannot learn 
where she has gone. 

In consequence of Mrs. Caloway's ab- 
sence, the Coroner's inquest into the déath 
of Callaway has been continued, Only ‘one 
witness, Frank Meyn, a jafl guard, was ex- 
amined Monday morning. Meyn’s testi- 
mony was unimportant, tending solely to 
show the difficulty-there would have been 
in passing poison to Callaway in the city 
jail without detection of the’ act. He was 
excused after a few minutes’ questioning, 
and Coroner Lloyd declared the héating 
concluded for the day. 

In the meantime the police will make 
further search for Mrs. Callaway and if 
possible have her at the Coroner's office 
Tuesday morning. If found and brought 
before the Coroner she will be asked out- 
right if'she gave her son, when she’ called 
on him last Thursday afternoon, poison in 
vany form.

She also 
charged that the will filed by Miss Wahl 
had been executed by Molan while he was 
under the undue influence of that woman. 
She asked that it be set aside. 

While these proceedings were pending in 
the Circuit Court a petition charging fraud 
and asking that the Molan estate go to 
Mrs. Frantz was admitted in the United 
States Court. This stopped the State pro- 
ceedings and the fight was made there. A 
jury found undue {[nfluence and the case 
was appealed on the ground that the Fed- 
eral Courts had no jurisdiction over pro- 
bate matters. 

Judge Rogers stated at the outset of a 
lengthy opinion that the single question _be- 
fore the court was whether the proceeding 
was a civil suit at common law or in equity 

He quotes rulings and opinions by Chief 
Justices and the Supreme Court and con- 
cludes by saying: 
within the meaning of the first and second 
sections of the Judiciary Act of 1888, the 
proceeding for the probate of a will is not 
a ‘suit of a eivil nature at common law or 
in eguity,’ and therefore is not removable 

either from the Probate Court or from the 
Circuit Court to the Federal Court, 

The meaning is that the ruling of the 
State courts fs supreme. 

Judge Sanborn in dissenting took the posi- 
tion that frand was charged, and “‘when 
Arkansas éXténded appellate right to bring 
suit in ite court, of genera] jurisdiction, to 
try the validity of this will and to void 
it and its probate on account of fraud, 
undue influenve or illegality, the jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal Court in ‘that State 
was thereby extended over that suit be- 
tween citizens of different States.’’

RIGHT TO JUDGE QUESTIONED. 


NEW MOVE IN A _ COl1-TINUOUS 
PERFORMANCE. 
ae 
Hawes-Butler Faction Tell the State 
Democratic Committee That 
It Has No Power to 
Interfere. 


The quarrel between the Brady and anti- 
Brady elements of the St. Louis Democracy 


was aired Monday before a sub-committee 


of the State Democratic Committee. 


The question at issue was the right of. 


the Democratic City Committee to oust 
two members, Douglas Crothers of the 
Twenty-second Ward and James Haney of 
the Fourteenth Ward. This was done sev- 
eral weeks ago by the Hawes-Butler com- 
bination. The places of the men ousted 
were filled by the election of French R. 
Nelson and Jerry Callahan. 

The defeated Brady faction took the case 
to the State Committee at its meeting at 
Kansas City last Tuesday, and after a heat- 
ed and acrimonious debate, prevailed upon 
the State Committee to recognize the ex- 
isience of the quarrel by authorizing a 
sub-committee to investlkate and act. 

The sub-committee, which met at the 
Laclede Hotel at 10 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, is composed of N. J. Winters of Milan, 
L. iS. Hickman of Warrensburg, J. M. Sal- 
lee of Bethany, M. T. Davis of Aurora and 
E. J. Bean of Hillsboro. 

The committee took extraordinary pre- 
cautions to keep its proceedings secret. It 
was the understanding prior to the meet- 
ing that the hearing of arguments and tes- 
timony would be public, and one member 
of the committee, Mr. Davis, expressed 
himself in favor of this plan. But he 
changed his mind when he got into the 
committee room, for he made the motion 
for the exclusion of all except the members 
of the committee and the representatives of 
the warring factions. 

At the rate of progress made Monday 
Morning the committee will be several days 
reaching a conclusion. They spent the en- 
tire morning listening to the arguments of 
lawyers on the question of the authority 
of the State Committee to interfere with 
the St. Louis committee. 

This question was raised by the Hawes- 
Butler people and -wWas a startler to tne 
committeeme®. They had come to St. Louis 
with no idea than that the State Commit- 
tee -had ample power to settle a local 
quarrel. They thought that question was 
settled. Thev found it was not, for the 
first thing the Hawes-Butler people did 
was to file with the committee a written 
demurrer, in which they denied the power 
of the State committee to act in this case, 
and supported the contention with citations 
of authorities. 

Harry B. Hawes and Ben L. Clark ap- 
peared on behalf of the Hawes-Butler ma- 
jority of the City Committee and Senator 
John W. Drabelle and Tom Barrett ap- 
peared for the Brady minority and the 
committeemen who had been ousted. 

When the demurrer of the Hawes-Butler 
people was filed all parties fell into a gen- 
eral discussion of it. The committee lis- 
tened with a growing sense of bewilder- 
ment. Before the discussion was conclud- 
ed they were not prepared to say positively 
whether the State committee had any pow- 
er whatsoever in this case or any other. 
The pinning had been knocked out from 
under all their accepted ideas of the all- 
powerfulness of the State committee. 

They took a recess until 2 o'clock to col- 
lect their thoughts and ascertain ‘‘where 
they were at.”’ 

A large number of Democrats. of both 
factions were on hand to watch the pro- 
ceedings. They had to be contented with 
looking at the cold side of a door. The 
occasion brought out even James L. Car- 
lisle. He hastened to explain that he had 
no interest in the fight, but was there be- 
cause he had been summoned as a witness 
to tell the committee what had Seen the 
custom of the city committee when he was 
its chairman in the matter of ousting 
members. Mr. Carlisle said he never knew 
of a case where the committee ousted a 
member and he thought it a very dan- 
gerous precedent. 

Among the more prominent of those in 
attendance were James J. Butler, Police 
Commissioner William FE. Atmore, John 
Butler, William Flynn, W. P. Thompson, 
Charles J. Lemp, William Hughes, Doug- 
las Crothers, James Haney, Nick Griff‘n, 
Otis P. Mallard, ex-Justice Pat Kane and 
a large number of citizens from the wards 
involved, who will be called upon later 
to tell the committee whether the men 
ousted were satisfactory as representatives 
on the city committee.

John D. Frazer, the lightning playwright, 
who has adapted ‘Sappho’”’ for the Imperial

NEVER SICK BUT ONCE 


THEN DEATH SUDDENLY CLAIM- 
ED JOSEPH COOK. 


A WELL-KNOWN MERCHANT. 


Enjoyed Seventy-Six Years of Un- 
broken Health and Then Passed 
Away Quickly.

Joseph Cook of 1023 Grattan street died 
early Sunday morning, after an illnese that 
lasted barely 24 hours. It was the: first 
sickness he had ever known in his long 
life of 76 years. Until the quickly fatal 
trouble that caused his death developed 
itself, he had never felt even the minor 
pains of a deranged system. 

His family think that, when the long and 
unbroken reign of health in his life is con- 
sidered, his sudden death is remarkable. 
His physicians say the end was caused by 
a complication of kidney troubles, which 
had been working in Mr. Cook’s system for 
many years, but did not cause the patient 
any trouble until a few hours before they 
completed their work. 

Mr. Cook retired Friday night in appar- 
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JOSEPH COOK, 
ently as good health as he had been ac- 
customed to enjoy. But in the early hours 
of Saturday morning he awoke his wife and 
complained that he felt sluggish and weak. 
A doctor was summoned, but his ministra- 
tions did not prevent the patient from rap- 
idly growing worse. In a few hours Mr. 
Cook was unconscious. The attending 
physician then announced to the family he 
was suffering from acute kidney trouble 
and that there was no hope of a recovery. 
The patient continued to grow weaker until 
1 o'clock Sunday -morning, when the end 
came peacefully. 

The funeral services will be held Tues- 
day afternoon at 1:30 o’clock from the fam- 
ily residence. They will be under the 
direction of Rabbi Spitz, pastor of the B'nai 
“| Congregation, of which Mr. Cook was a 
member. The body will be interred with 
the rites of the Masonic Order, to which 
the dead man belonged for nearly 50 years, 
Mr. Cook was one_of the pioneer mer- 
chants of Alton, Ill. Later he engaged in 
the same business at Whitehall, Ill. He is 
well known in both places, although he 
cloged out his store and retired from active 
business 15 years ago. Although he had 
large business interests_in those towns, he 
continued to reside in St. Louls, making 
visits to his stores as frequently as he 
deemed necessary. He was a continuous 
resident of this city for 56 years. 

e was married 48 years ago and his 
wife is still living. They were looking for- 
ward with great pleasure to the celebration 
of their golden wedding two years hence. 
Six children were born of their unton and 
all are living. Four—two unmarried daugh- 
ters and two married sons—live in St. Louis. 
A married daughter lives in Whitehall] and 
will attend the funeral. The other gon, 
Lieut. Simon Cook, will not be present. He 
is navigating officer of the gunboat Prince- 
ton, that is now in service in the waters 
of the Philippines. News of his father’s 
death was cabled to him Sunday. 


HAD FALLEN INTO A CELLAR 


Phil. Laherty, Carpenter, Died at the 
City Hospital From Injuries Which 
Had Been a Mystery. 


Phil Laherty, a carpenter whose home 
was at 1213 O’Fallon street, died in the City 
Hospital Sunday from pneumonia that fol- 


lowed a fractured skull. 

Laherty was taken to the City Hospital 
three weeks ago unconscious. He had Soon 
found near his home on O'Fallon street. 
When he became rational he remembered 
nothing of his injury, when or how it came. 
It was not until last Saturday afternoon 
a few hours before his death, the mystery 
was cleared away. 

Mrs. Laherty has been a devoted and con- 
stant watcher at the bedside of her hus- 
band. Saturday afternoon the injured man 
was eo much brighter that the physicians

“Why, I fell into the cellar,” he answered.

His wife questioned him closely and 
learned that he had been_working on a 
building on the corner of Eighth and Lu- 
cag avenue and that while ameee the beams 
and joists of the third floor he fell through 
the cellar. He was not missed by hie fe)l- 
low workmen until quitting time and the 
physicians marvel how he could have, un- 
assisted, climbed out of the excavation and 
miade his way so near his home, 

The information gleaned by Mrs. Laherty 
was reported to the City Hospital authori- 
ties and is accepted by them as the cause 
of the injuries.

“THE VILLAGE POSTMASTER” 
OPENS AT THE CENTURY. 


COLUMBIA’S BIG VAUDEVILLE. 


“Carmen” Plays to Standing Room at 
Hopkins and “Hello Bill” Does the 
Same at the Grand—Crane at 
Olympic To-Night. 


The village dressmaker, the village law- 
yer and all the other villagers were present 
at the Century last evening along with “‘The 
Village Postmaster,” which is the name 
given to the piay presented by Archie Boyd 
and his good-sized company. With all due 
difference to the author who named it, there 
seems to be no real reason why it shouldn't 
have been named after any of the char- 
acters better than after the postmaster. 

The play is new only in name. The same 


scenes and incidents have been put inte sim- 
ilar plays for the last two decades and the 
same general plan in constructing the story 
has been followed by authors ever since 
Mary Jane Holmes began writing novels, 
and that’s so long ago that a whole lot of 
people can’t remember when it was. 

Yet in spite of it all, the good-sizer audi- 
ence appeared to be well entertained, and all 
the old friends were received with marks 
of evident satisfaction and approval. 

“The Village Postmaster’ is divided into 
four acts: The general training, which is 
interrupted by a real heavy shower; the 
minister’s donation party in which the regu- 
lation bad boy is conspicuous, first through 
bringing in a good-sized pig in his arms and 
second through eating up all the mince pie; 
threshing day on the postmaster’s farm, 
when the lawyer villain tries to throw the 
hero into the threshing machine aud the 
hero in turn saves the heroine, who does 
the toboggan act from the grain stack al- 
most into the cylinders of the separator and 
the wedding in the church where the heroine 
is just about to wed the villain when the 
dressmaker gives him away, and the hero 
accomodatingly takes his place so as not to 
disappoint the guests, .
